MEMORANDUM 1*0 & THE RECORD 

SUBJECT; Conversation with Representative P*t*r Rodino 
to* Cm# Beret Cane 


1. In response te a request irem the elfict of Representative Peter 
Rodino (D. „ N. J , ), I met with Mr. Rodino today on Ike Green Beret coat®. 
Mr. Rodins asked if Mr. Oerry 7 sit man* on Ike etaff of Mr. Rodino # 
Judiciary Subcommittee , v.ho bad bees following Use esse for Mr. Rodino, 
could join a*. 1 raid 1 bad no objection*. 

2. I began by summarising the fact* ac outlined in my memoran- 
dum of II August 194*? which served a* the bast* of my briefing of sever*! 
other member* of the Congress (copy attached). 

I. u h*n I concluded Mr. Rodino asked if it was poasiUe that 
the Special Force* officers involved might have been reluctant to tarn 
Cfeuyea over to the South Vietnam*** authorities for fear that thay might 
aeon re!ea«e him or not hold Mm securely. I aaid 1 thought this was 
conceivable hut 1 had no haste for judgment. 

4. .After several questions designed to clarify factual point# i 
had already made. Rodino remarked that he had already said publicly 
that he pleased to query the Agency and would therefore have to awv.tr 
press questions shout the results. 1 said I hoped he coaid handle this by 
point! sg out that this ass strictly an Army case and that Assistant Secre- 
tary Beal had already stated that Special Forces personnel are in no way 
subject to CIA control and that he had confirmed this by checking with 
CIA. 
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5. Mediae asked if he could oay that CIA had a«m a 

recommendation to the Army regarding the arrest ©f the Special 
Force* officer* or the handling ©f their case*. 1 said this v*i 
certainty a fact, hut again, this era* an Army css* and I hoped he 
could haae a statement to tbl* effect on information obtained from 
the Army rather than from CIA. I suggested that the more CIA ie 
mentioned in connection with the case, the more complicated the 
situation become e for all concerned. 

4. Mr. Rodin© expressed apparently sincere appreciation 
for the briefing, and Ms questions and attitude gave no indication of 
skepticism regarding what he «ae told or of intention to im plicate 
the Ageacy in any way. 
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
